(ought not to be lost upon the American 


I people.

ing the troubles in that state come to light 
two important facts seem to he clearly es- 
tablished. 
Onejs an excessive /contempt 


for law. and the other is that back of this 
contempt lies the growing tendency in re- 
cent years to regulate everything and ev- 
erybody by legislative enactment. 


The Ku Klux Elan is essentially an out- 


growth o£ lawlessness and of indifference ' 
on the part of the constituted authorities 
to crime and misdemeanors. In some sec- 
tions of the country the Elan has sought 
to combat bootlegging and other viola- 
tions of the eighteenth amendment. It 
has sought to punish those guilty of fla- 
grant 
immorality, 
wife-beaters 
and 


men and women who make themselves 
public nuisances. 
The Han has swept 


many sections of the country because ot- 
its strong appeal to the conscience of 
those -who deplore las law enforcement 
and unpunished law violation. ^It is to a. 
large extent a protest against the lawless- 
ness that certain radical movements in 
the country have sponsored and promot- 
ed. It reDresents a determination on the 
uart 
of 
an 
element of citizens who 


are disgusted with social depravity, crim- 
inal practices and defiance of govern- 
mental authority to enforce order and re- 
spect for law. 


The Elan reasons that the end justifies 


i Ihe means it empLoys. but it shuts its eyes 


to the fact that its own methods a,re un- 
lawful and that one criminal act cannot 
cancel or cure another. Its very means 
t defeat its purposes. However much this 
organization may be at fault in its usurpa- 
tion of government and its attempt to 
set jap mob rule, the American people can- 
not remain oblivious to the -causes which 
have brought this secret order into exist- 
ence.

"V\"e have reached the point in our po-

it even under loci and key. The man who 
jnakc*.

•who would "go up ir> smoke'" if a police-, 
3nen admonished him to correct his ways 
racks his brain to understand why his 
flower beds are raided and h:s lawns de- 
spoiled.

"Wf canr.o? expect one .-ft of laws to be 


jcbcyed or enforced, $ad another lo be 


disobeyed or ignored. We cannot expect 
contempt for authority in one direction 
and respect for it in another. 
"We can- 


not assume the air of respectability one 
hour and stoop to low practices the next. 
"We cannot except ail officer to wink at 
bootlegging and protect property.

As a result of the disaster to the 


United States naval squadron off the 'Pa- 
cific coast in which twenty-three men lost 
their lives stringent measures probably 
will be promulgated by the navy depart- 
ment looking to more rigid regulation of 
the speed of naval vessels in foggy wea- 
ther. 


This is as it should be. In time of 


peace .there is no reason for vessels to 
^travel at high speed, incurring risk to 
themselves and to the crews they carry. 
The lives of the men on board and the 
"oreservation of the vessels, which repre- 
sent huge outlavs of money, are infinitely 
more valuable than the time which may 
be saved through running at high speed 
in foggy weather. 


Secretary Denby has stated that the 


matter will be sifted to the bottom and 
that the results of the investigation will 
be studied for the purpose of preventing 
future accidents of a similar nature. The 
nation is not so much interested in the 
disciplining of any officer who may have 
been at fault as it is interested in the pre- 
vention of future disasters. 


JAPAN'S LOSS 


Figures probably as nearly accurate 


as any that will be compiled indicate that 
Japan's earthquake and fire loss reaches 
S932.500.000. or two per cent of the 
empire's national wealth. Japan's wealth 
is estimated at 90.000,000.000 yen. or 
about S45.000.000.000. 


The loss is not so staggering as first 


thought for the evident reason that the 
area of-devastation was in the consuming 
rather than the producing regions. The 
centers of production will carry on almost 
tmharnpei-ecl by death and financial loss. 
These storehouses of national wealth, con- 
tinuing to send them products over the 
seven seas, serv? as bulwarks in the prob- 
lem of rehabilitation.

WHERE THE STOMACH LIES

What is it; fair or foul, and what

THE INTERPRETATION 


If the ball, after striking midway 


between third and home along the 
foul line, and without touching any 
players in the field, came to rest in 
foul territory, >t is a foul ball. 


When the umpire ruled infield fly, 


it seemed certain that the ball would 
remain fair, would surely be caught 
by one of the players in the infield. 
Failure to handle the ball by the team 
in the field, permitting it to strike 
the ground, and then roll into foul 
territory, between third and home, 
made it a foul ball. 


There was nothing for the umpire 


to do. other than reverse the infield 
fly decision, rule the ball foul, send 
the runners back and make the bats- 
man hit over again.
